Some for a new 
Sabbaity | fo called by fome) meaning the day of Chriſts 
Reſurre&ion, And ſome for no Sabbath but whar Ma- 
giſtrates do appoint. No ſmall Controverſies have been: 
betweenall theſe about the Sabbath-day, as I believe 
thouknoweſt: But the ground and\cauſe of all ſuch their 
Controverlies ; and how for Peace .and Agreemenc fake: 
it may be removedand taken away,*-I fuppoſe thou doſt 
not know : both which I will diſcover unto thee. | 
The ground of ſuch their differences is a milunder= 
ſtanding of theſe words ofthe Commandment, $7x dayes- 
ſhalt thou labour,and do all thy work, but the wenth by. is. 
the $ abbath of the Lordthy God, tin it thou ſhalt do no man-. i 
er of work, By the fix dayes muſt be meant, either the ] 
fix dayts of Gods work, 'orthe fix dayesof work with 
men: &ither the ſix firſt dayes atthe Creation, in which} 
God fyrought, and madeall things; or elſe the ſix work 
dayes of the week i inuſe with men where they live. -

cording to Gods example ; now they muſt reſt on the 
firſt day, and work the fix dayes after, which is contrary 
to Gods example.. I ſay if an Angel from heaven ſhould: 
come and teach: them. thus, they "&-ould not believe 
him. 

- 2, Somethere be, and they nota few, godly, preci« 
ous, and tender-hearted Chriſtians ;. who knowing that: 
the Church of God hath ever ſince our Saviours Afcenſi 
on obſervedthe Sunday for their Sabbath, and that not 
againſt, bur with the approbation of the Apoſtles of 
Chriſt, do light the Seventh-day Sabbath, and are tooth 
and naile for the firſt day of the week (ſo they count:

_ alfa; and forthatthey knownor any other Sabbath-day 
appointed by divine Authoriry in ſtead thereof, do in- 
ferre, that Chriſtians now in time of the Goſpel are co 
 haveahd keep no Sabbath-day ar all, 

* Thus kinde Reader, I have ſhewed thee the ground 
and cauſe of theſe various and different opinions about 
the Sabbath-day. Whence have iſſued moſt, if not all 
the Controverſies that are now on foot between them. 

The only mean to ſtop all future Controverſies , 

' andbring all fides toaccord in one ttuth about the Sab- 
bath-day, is totake away,and wipe off fromtheir mindes - 
theaforeſaiderroyr, -which occafioned|all their differen- 
ces. Foras long as they or any fide of them hold, that 
the ſeventh day which God bleſſed and ſanRified, and 
commanded tobe obſerved by all his people, doth re- 
late tothe fix dayes of Gods work, and not of mans ; 
that is, as long asthey* hold the ſeventh day here com- 
manded to bethe very day of Gods reſt, the ſeventh day 
from the firſtbeginning of rhe Creation, they will neyer 
cometo agree inthe truth, but more and more differen- 
ces will ſtill rife, Whereas if they all conſent in the true 
underſtanding ofthe aforclaid words of the Command- 
ment, that the ſeventh: day relateth to the fix dayes of 
work with men, and ſo. muſt be the day after the fix 
week-dayes of labour with people whercever they dwell, 
Agreementthen of all fides will be had. That great _— 
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bling block giventhe Jewes. of our not keeping the ſe< - 
venth day, according to Gods Precept and Example, 

' which doth ſo ſtave them off from affeQing our Religi- 
on, will be wholly taken away ; they cannor then buit ac- 
knowledge that we keep the ſeventh day of theweek, the 
day following our {ix dayes of labour, the very Sabbath-. 
day pointed out untous hereinthis law. They alſo who 

- now ſtand for anew Sabbath-day, who ſay the Sabbath» 
day is cbatiged; and the firſtday of the week to have been 
inſtirured inſtead ofthe ſeventh will haveno ground for 

| ſuchrheir aſſertion. And laſtly, they who ſay the Church 

| of Chriſtnever obſerved the Sabbath ſince Chriſts A» 
ſcenſton, and would from the practice of the Apoſtles, 
and the Church of Chrilt argue theabrogation ofthe Se- 
venth-day=Sabbath, will quickly be of another minde, 

. and acknowledge, that as the Jewes obſerved that day 
fortheir Sabbath, which inthis law was commanded by 

/ the Lord God, ſo Chriſtiansalſo haveever done ;. they 

have obſerved the ſameday, the liſt day of the week; the 
day following their fix daycsof labour according to Gods

Firſt, difcoverd that old, and rotten root from 
whencethis error of holding the day of Gods reſt tobe 
the ſame with the Jews Sabbath, whercever they lived, 
had its firſt ſpring: and that was from a meer ſuppoſal 
of the earths ſuperficies ro. be plain as .a champion 


field, as is ſhewed' fully in the 1 x. C4ap. Tndeed if the - 


earth be plain ,.every day muſt be the ſame day with all 
people. Every of the ſix dayes at the creation muſt be 
every where the ſame day of the week, and. ſo the ſe- 


. venthday from the firſt beginning of the creation, the 


day of Gods reſt muſt be the ſeventh day of the week 
with the the Jews in Jade, in ophir, in Spain, and in 
all other places: the which cannot be if the earth be 
round,as thou mayeſt ſee more at largein Chap. 11, 
Objed, But the dayes of the week begin ſooner in 


ſome places then in other z Then. ſo may the day. of

Anſw. Qne and the ſame week-day doth not begin 


ſooner in ſome places then in other. The day which 


men call Sunday at Jeruſalem beging ſooner then the 


day we call Sunday here: But they be not both one. 


and the ſame day. One and the fame day is for one 
and the ſame place only. If one and the ſame day 


' hould begin ſoonerin ſome places then in orber, then 
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ir muſt necds be that either it muſt begin in ſome one place 
or other firſt, before it began in any place elfe eicher 
Eaſt or Weſtthercto, orelſe that it was infinite withour 
any firſt beginning at all. Either of which no under- 
ſtanding man will affirme'z much lefle that the day of 
Gods reſt begins ſaonerin one place thenin another. -- 
© Secondly, I have proved ſufficiently that the day of 
Gods reſt could not be the ſame with the Iews Sab-

or are, or at any time have bcenin uſe with men.

preſent day; and doubtlefſe ever will to. the worlds 
end, in.Chap. 15. | 
, Chriſtian Reader, my hearty defize is that thon, and 
all other the obedient ſervants of Icſus Chriſt be right. 
ly informed concerning our obſervation of the Sabbarh- 
day. Haply thou didft before the reading hereof hold, 
that this fourth Commanament is a branch of the moral law 
that it is agreeable to the law of nature to have a day in

To this end (I ſuppoſe) they would ' 
have the name of oar Sabbath-day, which the Jewes 
called in! their tongue The firſt day of the Sabbath, to

we may know it and obſerve it > Burt ir is clearly demonfira- 
ted unto us by the Lord God, ſo that he that worketh with 
the Spade, may know the ſame as well as he that bandleth 
the pen. Six dayes ſhalt thon labor, and, &c, but the ſeventh. 
day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. The ſevepth day, that is, 
the day following the ſix known dayes of labour, is none of 
outs, it isthe Lords day.

reſembling them,make me to conceive,that the idols which the 
Heathen worſhipped in their Temple Pantheon, and in other 
their Temples were placed aloft ina rowe or rank,in like man- 
nerasIſhewed before; for that the images of the Saints,which 
the Romane Church ere&ed to be worſhipped in ſtead of the 
other, were ſo ſet. | 
Secondly, for that, as Lyranue telleth us, the learned Do- 
Rorsexpound theſe words of Ezechiel, And lo they pat the branch 
to their noſe * ; thu,their idols were lifted up aloft, therefore the i- f Lyra.in Exec. 
dolaters reached ” rods or branches totonch them ; and after that, ©. 3 17. 
they pt their rods or branches to their mouths ov noſes, in reve- | 
rence to their idols. Had not their idols been placed aloft in 
manner as the images of the Saints afterwards were, I ſup- 
poſe thoſe Doors would not have given ſuch an interpreta- 
tion of that text. The placing of the idols of the heathen in 
ſuch manner as is before ſaid, I confeſſe is my opinion, and 
for the reaſons before given, whjch itthey ſeem weak to any, 
L leave the ſame to his better judgement, not willing to con- 
teſt againſt any herein, being not a matter of greatconcern- 
ment. But that the planets were the proper gods of che Chal- 
deans and Aﬀyriansof old time, and that the dayes of the 
week were firſt ſocalled by the Chaldeans, according to the 
names of the Planets, which chey worſhippped and had for 
their gods, as I before ſaid, is not mine opinion only, but 
learned men have teſtified as much. And People as they mul- 
tiplied and planted themſelves the nearer to {haldea and A/- 
/yria, the more did they either for feare or favour, imitate 
them in their idolatries ; infomuch that among the Perſians 
none were to be honoured as Kings unleffe they wereAſtrono- , _,,, .

The idolatrous Nations in thoſe dayes, when 
they worſhipped the Sun, Moon, or any ofthe Hoſt of hea- 
ven, bowed towards the Eaſt, that is, towards the Sun-riſing 
in honour of the Sun ; but now in contempt of that idolatry 
the Jewes were-to have their faces toward the Weſt .or Sun»

meaning of theſe words of the Conimandment, Sixdayes ſhalt 
thox labour and do all thy work, but the ſeventh day irthe Sabbath 
zo the Lord thy God, (fo it isin the Hebrew) ſhould be thus. 
"The ſix dayes in which I wrought when 1 created allthings, 
ſhall berhy ſix work-dayes, in'themthou ſhalt do all thy 
work, but* the ſeventh day wherein I reſted thou ſhalt reſt;

If; any ſay that the 
Germanes. had.learnt to have. weeks, and to call the dayes 
of the week: by. the,,names. of the planets, ſince the Nd 
bourely rule was found our, and that either from the Romanes 
or Grecians,or from ſome otherNation with whom they lived, 
before they came to inhabit in Germany ; as the French, the 
Engliſh, the Dutch, and other people in e America have weeks, 
and call the week-dayes by the ſame Names thoſe Nations did, 
with whom their: Anceſtors lived before they. came into A- 
merica. My anſwer is, they are much. miſtaken; for Germany 
was a very ancient Kingdom, as . Theodore Bibliander, and 
Verſtegan alſo do acquaint us. 7wiſco, who before he died 
. was a King, and the firſt King of the Getmanes was borne 
long before there was a Monarchy of the Romanes, Grecians 
or Perſians either, He: was ancienter then e Abrahams father. 
Bibliander thus'writeth of him, '7 #i/co. quem aliqui putant, Fc.

their old accuſtomed day, to the obſervation ofthe Saterday-. 
Sabbath, different from the cuſtome of all other Nations, had: 
not the Lord God miraculouſly in the fal ofQuails & Manna * 
ſhewed that it was his good pleaſure fo to have it, when he 
aſligned unto them their ſix dayes for their labour, and fo 
pointing out to them the Saterday, being the ſeventh from 
their firſt gathering Quailes and Manna, to be the day of ho. 
ly reſt unto the Lord. Sy{vefter the firit Pope of that name, 
when out of his hatred to the memory of the Heathen: gods, 
he would have changed butthe names-of the week-dayes, de- 
creed them to be called by the-names of Feriz, as hath bzen be- 
fore ſhewed; though he was of great authority and: com-- 
mand, and highly beloved of the people; yet he could nor pre- 


vail herein but with very few except Schollers; the-vulgar 
people in their common talk, called.t hew week-dayes as _ 
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did before, by the names of the Planets ; and ſo have they con- 

tinued to call them, even to this day. The Jewes are now a 
- weak People, . yet there is not Prince or Poweron earth able 
to withdraw them from cheir ſuperſtitious cuſtome: of keeping 
the Saterday ſacred ; yea the believing Jewes, as was ſhewed, 
inthe Apoſtles time, and in many. years after :could not- be 

wonne by any means that the Chriſtians mighruſe, ro give 0- 

ver their Saterday-Sabbath, and for unities ſake to keep the 

Lords day on the Sunday, except a very few of them who ber- 

ter knew and acknowledged their liberty by Chriſt, How im-- 
poſtible may we then think it to be for any to bring to- paſſe, 

thatall Chriſtians in all quarters; ofthe world, ſhould leave- 
off their obferving the Sunday ſacred, and have another day 

in ſtead thereof? In vain therefore would it| have been, for 
poor Chriſtians at firſt to have aflayed the ſame. 

Theſe reaſons, if there were no more, may ſuffice to ſhew, 
that alchough all dayes be in themſelyes indifferent : yet Chri- 
ſtians ſhould not have well done, had they endeavoured to 
have changed their ſeventh ſacred day, from Sunday to any 0- 
ther week-day ; no not to Thurſday, though itwas the day 
of Chriſt his glorious Aſcenſion ; nor to Friday, though it was 
the day in which Chriſt paid ourranſgne : -but betrer to. re-

ſet him: Even ſo God hath given expreſſe charge to all men, 
that upon the Sabbath-day , which is now our Sunday, they 
ſnould ceaſe from all Weekly aud Work-day labour, to the in» 
rent, that like as God: himſelf wrought ſiz- dayes and refted 
the ſeventh, and bleſſed\and ſantlified it , and conſecrated it to 
quietneſſe and reſt from labonr : even ſo Gods obedient People 
ſhould uſe the Sunday bolily. TAI |

The great care and proviſion had by the Lord, for mans 
keeping and ſanctifying the Sabbath-day. 


T# former part of this fourth Commandment, which is, 


that we ſhould keep holy the Sabbath-day, hath been ac 


large handled before; now it reſteth, that I ſpeak ſomewhat 
of the ſecond part alſo; which I will do briefly in this.

In this ſecond part is ſet. out in- many words the great care 


and provifion had ofthe Lord, that men ſhould obſerve-this:

And this proviſion of the Lord: ſtandeth not in one, two or 
three only, butin many and weighty inducements and rea- 


ſons; the leaſt of which ſhould have been ſufficient to inforce 
our obedience, had'not our hearts been hardened , and we- 


moſt rebellious, wilfully refuſing to yield obedience unto the 


ſame. | 
The ſeveral inducements and reaſons the Lord uſed. to win” 


us unto: obedience to this law are theſe.

ſhewed : neither could they reliſh this name for a good while 
after their Converſion, It 1s not much matter -by. which: of 
theſe names we call our ſeventh day; nor whether we under- 
ſand the ſignification of the name ; as what Sxnday,' or. 'The 
Lords day, or 4 he fir day of. the week do-ſignifie; ior why: we 
do ſo call our ſeventh day.. Though he do | know itto be

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Sabbath. How unreaſonable are ſuch whoare not contented 
with the Lords liberal allowance, but incroach 'on the Lords 
Gay alſo, which he reſerved for his own honour and wory 
ip?

- the day of Chriſts Reſurrection, the ſeventh from thence in an 

orderly courſe is ſacred to the Lord, it is the Lords day; no 

man upon his particular occaſions may change the ſame: he 
may not ſay,My buſinefleis ſuch that I cannot keep this Sab- 
wget yt but I will keep another day in the week which will - 
be as good. He doth deceive himſelf herein, he may notpur 

- off the ſeventh to another day, but ſhould defer his bnſineſſe 
rather, When men take the ſeventh day which is ſacred to the

The ſame ground for the ſanRification of the ſeventh day is _ 
alſo declared beforein Geneſis 2. 5 

Seventhly, the Lord declareth,and he would have his People * *9e% 3: 
hereby to knov? that he hath annexed a bleſlingunto this day : 
God bleſſed the ſeventh day. They who wait on the Lord, and 
ſerve him ſincerely, during this their day of attendance, ſhall 

' finde the Lord a bountiful rewarder : their ceaſing from labour

Laſtly, if there had been none other reaſon or motive to ſtir
